AtCTK OR .«IMPI.R SORE THROAT 
The mo:-t simple form of throat disease is 
Inflammation of the mucous membrane, re­ 
sulting from recent cold. 
It is most prevalent 
in cold or damp weather. The symptoms are 
a roughness in the thioat. with a sig h t pain 
and swelling. Tne throat looks red and angry 
and the tonRue is sllahtly coated with white 
fur. Within a few days Bmall whitish spots, 
which look like ulcers, form on tho back of the 
throat and about tlie root or the tongue. If the 
attack be mild, there aphthous poluta disap­ 
pear at the end of three or four days, but when 
more severe they leave behind them superficial 
ulcers. When the ecutc inflammation is not 
entirely removed it is likely to degeneate into 
a chronic form, and gradually develop what is 
called granular disease, or it may end in an 
abscess of tbe tonsil glands, or cause chronic 
enlargement of tbe tonsils aud elongation of 
the uvula.

It is more frequently a mere extension 
of catarrh or sore throat than an originsl dis­ 
ease. the irritation escaping down and fixing 
itself upon the delicate organism of thi6 part, 
aud theuce gradually journeying onward to 
the lungs. When it occurs as a consequence of 
catarrh or sore throat, the symptoms are com- 
parat vely mild. There may be pain but it Is 
more common to find only a sense of tickling 
which provokes cough. Many complain of a 
seiuation as of "something sticking there," to 
get rid of which they keep up a tasping offoit 
to clear the windpipe. The voice is always 
more or less affected, being rough in the early 
stave, but more feeble after the disease is fully 
established. T htie is often a slight tenderness 
over that prominence of the neck known a« the 
•‘Apple of Adam" (Pommn Adam), a heat aud 
a sense of tightness and frequently some slight 
difficulty In swa'lowing. 
The causes wbich produoe this form of dis­ 
ease are various. It arl-cs in clergymen and 
public speake’B aud others from too violent 
use of tne voice. Tlie vocal cords become ex­ 
hausted and lose their tone from straining and 
overuse. Dust and all irritating matters in the 
air are liable to bo drawn into tho windpipe 
aud produce irritatiou. It is more often a 
more sequel to sore throat, the inflammation 
extending down lo the larnyx by reason of the 
continuity of mucous membrane. 
But from whatever cause it arises it is 
always a serious malady. The chronic form 
threatens the complete destruction of the 
voice, and rarely ends until it has involved 
the lungs in disease. Every slight cold, every 
change iu the weather, every flight of dust, 
feeds the irritatiou aud increases the inveter­ 
acy of its hold. 
On the other hand chronic laryngitis fre­ 
quently occurs as a sequel of consumption, 
aud is prodnced, or at least very much aggra­ 
vated, by the irritation of the expectorated 
matter. Occurring as a consequence of tuber­ 
cles, it is one of the moBt distressing complica­ 
tions and adds greatly to the natlent’s distress. 
In this form there is more or less ulceration of 
the vocal chords, beginning on the lewer side 
and gradually extending upward. These ulcers 
often penetrate through the mucous aud cellu­ 
lar membranes, involving the muscular tissue 
and uot infrequently attack the ligaments and 
cartilages themselves 
When the laryngeal disease is secondary to 
that of the lungs, and dependent npoB it. we 
can only hope to effect a cure by those means 
which will remove Its cause, and these we 
have cousidered, and shall more fully consider, 
under the head of "Consumption." 
Iu addition 
to 
inflammation, 
acute or 
chronic, the larynx is liable to abscesses, to 
warty growths a* d to polipl. 
Under the 
action of long continued Irritation the vocal 
cords become thickened, rendering the voice 
husky and indistinct. 
And sgafn. we may 
have complete lots of voice from falsy of the 
cords, com m uting an affection known to the 
physicians by the term of * Aphonia." Unless 
the remedies are applied to the seat of the 
disease it 1b useless to try to effect a cure. It is 
for this reason that judicious inhala ions are 
successful when all other means have been 
tried without avail. 
TONSILITIS 
Is an acute inflammation 01 tne tonsils, 
which consists of a collection or mass of small 
mucous follicles or glauds whose office is to 
secrete a portion of the fluid which keeps the 
throat moist There are perronB ivho suffer 
every winter, sometimes often*?, with an 
attack of acute inflammation of these glauds 
The trouble begins with a slight soreness and 
swelling, whicn gradually increases until the 
act of swallowing is attended with great sufl’er- 
ing. 
These glands are Eomttimes affected by a 
chronic iuflammation, and are found enlarged 
aud very much hardened. In such cases they 
lecrete a thin, unhealthy, irriuting fluid, 
which is spread over the throat, perpetnatlng 
the disease. In the throats of many yonog 
pereons these glands me permanently so large 
as to render respiration exceedingly difficult. 
Tbe defective breatliiog of 
children thus 
affected ofteD occasions contraction of the 
chest, and lays the foundation for consump­ 
tion. The en-tachlan tubes (the mouths of 
which are just above the palate) ate often iu 
flamed, and partial deafness is the result, 
Mauy patients fcuil’ering from a throat.dis- 
ease are dyspeptic, and suffer f:om depression 
of spirits 
So often docB tnis symptom present 
Itself thAt it may almost be regarded aBoue of 
tbe peculiar ties. Persons thus afflicted have 
usually the dark and dingy look of the fsce 
wbich denotes functional derangement of Ihe 
liver. They are frequently emaciated, nerv­ 
ous, hypochrondiiacal, irritable and often ex­ 
hausted from other causeB, in combination 
with this disease. 


GRANULAR SORE THROAT 
the most serious torm oí i nr oat diseas;. It is 
so called because on looking into the throat 
grauulationH of various sizes Rre seen, Btuddlng 
the membrane and catl ing it to appear rongh 
and uneven. 
Sometimes these graunlatio-s 
appear in patches, but. generally they are regu­ 
lar and dUttnct. When allowed to progress the 
mucous follicles of the larynx soon become in­ 
volved, and then we have added to the otbt-i 
symptoms a hutkiness of the voice in speaklLg 
or reading aloud, with a frequent effort to clear 
the windpipe, by which a thick, sticky, bluish- 
colored mucous is forced off with considerable 
difficulty. The transition from a simple to a 
granular sore throat is very easy. The patient 
becomes conscious of vexatious titlllatlon, pro­ 
ducing a de-ire to clear tho throat several times 
during tbe course of tbe day. He tray not no­ 
tice this himself, but it is. nevertheless, ob 
served by hla friends. Some months later this 
disposition is found to have increased, aud to 
be attended with an occasional desire t« swal­ 
low, the patient—to use his own word*—feeling 
something sticking in his throat.

Late Election. 


TARIFF 
REFORM 
DEFERRED. 


Comments on the G eneral 
Result 
by Papers on Both Sides 
of the W ater. 


I Associated Pres* Dispatches to the H krai.d.1 


C h c i a g o , November 8 . — Following are 
extracts from dispatches to the Daily 
Newt by its Washington correspondent, 
who has been in New York the paBt 
m o n th : 
W hen President Cleveland had pre­ 
pared the first draft of the message he 
sent to Congress last December, he Bent 
for the Secretary of the Treasury to sub­ 
m it the document for his critcism, and 
rem arked: “ Fairchild, I have written 
something here that will beat me for re­ 
election, but it is right.” 
The fulfillment of th a t prophecy was 
read in this m orning’s papers, and that 
the tariff brought it about is conceded 
by the managers of his campaign this 
morning. 
Cleveland lost votes in the 
m anufacturing centers of New York and 
gained none among the farmers. 


REDUCED MAJORITIES ACCOUNTED FOR. 
The reduced majority he received in 
Brooklyn is largely due to the friends of 
Aichie Bliss, one of the Democratic Con­ 
gressmen from th at city, who voted 
against the bill, and was defeated for re­ 
nomination by the Federal office-holders 
for that reason. 
In New York city the friends of Con­ 
gressman M erriman, who was defeated 
for renomination in a sim ilar m anner and 
for a sim ilar reason, "got even” with the 
A dministration when they went to the 
polls. 
Of the Chief causes of H arrison’s 
large gains in the country, perhaps the 
inoBt effective was the indifference of the 
local Democratic leaders throughout the 
State to Cleveland’s chances, particu­ 
larly in strong 
Republican 
districts 
where there were no local offices to fight 
for. The President neglected these men 
in passing offices around. They spent 
their time and money to elect him Gov­ 
ernor and then President four years ago, 
and declined to give him any more credit 
until 
something 
had been 
paid on 
account. 


CONGRESSIONAL CHANGES. 
Tim Cam pbell, the Dogberry "of the 
House of Representatives, has been de­ 
feated by a Tammany m an, and will be 
greatly missed in the resorts of W ash­ 
ington. Campbell is the m an who met 
the refusal of Cleveland to grant some 
favor becauee it would be unconstitu­ 
tional, with the rem ark. “ Oh come off. 
Now, now, Mr. President, the Constitu­ 
tion ought not to stand between friends.” 
The entire list of Congressmen elected 
in New York City are Tammany men, 
which is largely accounted for by the 
fact that the organization had not been 
properly taken care of in the postoffice 
and custom-house. 
The Erie, Pennsylvania, district, now 
repres-nted by W illiam Scott, has gone 
Republican, although th a t gentleman was 
confident that his successor would be a 
Democrat. 
He would have been beaten 
himself if he had been a candidate, and 
he says the tariff* men subscribed $75,090 
for th at especial purpose. 
One reason 
he gives for not accpting the nomination 
is th at he would have been compelled to 
fight them with their own weapons, and 
did not waut the voters in the district 
corrupted. 


HOW SCOTT ET A L. KEEL. 
Scott is more broken up than any 
other Democratic leader by the defeat, 
for not only was he confident of winning, 
but he had been the President’s nearest 
friend and was largely responsible for 
the tariff reform message of 1887. 
He 
was the only one of the Democratic 
leaders in the House who was consulted 
or was perm itted to read the document 
before it was sent to Congress. 
Senator Gorman takes the defeat phi­ 
losophically, but he was never an ad­ 
m irer of Cleveland. 
H e is a protection­ 
ist atad has been stubbornly opposed to 
all the features of the President’s policy 
from the beginning. 
H e was the first of 
the Democratic leaders to go to bed last 
night, but he continued to claim a victory 
until his head touched th e pillow. 
Postm aster 
General 
Dickinson 
is 
another m an badly hurt. 
He had been 
absolutely certain of the President’s re­ 
election, and had leased his Washington 
residence for three years. Up to the very 
last m om ent he insisted that Michigan 
would go Democratic, and when the re­ 
turns showed Republican gains in the 
southern part of the Slate, he wired his 
headquarters here to keep up their cour­ 
age for the Northern Peninsular would 
redeem his promise. 
WHAT THE CAMPAIGN COST. 
The campaign that has just closed cost 
an im mense am ount of money, more 
than 
twice 
as 
much 
as 
the 
previous 
one. 
The 
exact 
amount 
is 
difficult 
to 
estim ate, 
but 
each 
of 
the 
National 
committees 
raised and spent more than $1,000,000, 
and each of the New York State commit­ 
tees $1,000 000 more. 
The Democrats 
sent out 10,000,000 docum ents from their 
headquarters here, which does not in­ 
clude those mailed to their constituents 
by Congressmen, and the Republicans 
m ust have handled as m any more. The 
printing bills of either committee must 
amount to hundreds of thousands of dol­ 
lars. The am ount of money th at has 
changed hands on the election is very 
large, probably $1,000,000 in this city 
alone. 
THE COMPLEXION OF NEXT CONGRESS. 


W a 8 h i n o t o n , November 8 .—“ I do not 
see any reason to revise the estim ate I 
made yesterday relative to the strength 
of the Republican m ajority in the next 
H ouse,” said Secretary M cPherson, of 
the Republican Congressional Campaign 
Committee this afternoon. 
“ I can’t im­ 
agine what basis there is for the claim 
made in New York th a t the Democrats 
will retain control of the House. All in­ 
formation obtainable this morning justi­ 
fies me in expressing the opinion that 
the next House will consist of 173 Re­ 
publicans and 152 Democrats. 
There is 
a possibility th at the Republican major­ 
ity will be reduced by later advices to 
19 or 20, but I have made liberal allow­ 
ances in my calculations for all the Dem­ 
ocratic claim s.” 
Representative Breckinridge, of Ken­ 
tucky, a Democratic member of the Ways 
and M eans Committee, expresses the 
opinion th at the Republican majoiity in 
the House will be very slender. 
He is 
confident it cannot exceed ten. Accord­ 
ing to his calculation the Republicans 
muBt show a gain of nineteen Represen­ 
tatives to secure a majority. 
He does 
not believe they have much exceeded 
th at figure. 


T A B IIF REFORItl DEFER RED . 
D em ocratic (¿alna Ntiown In M an u ­ 
fa c tu r in g Dlatrlr.ta. 


N e w 
Y o r k , November 8 .—Under the 
heading, “ Tariff Reform Deferred,” the 
Timet (free trade) says: U anison and 
Morton will be elected President and 
Vice-President of the United States. The 
majority for the Republican candidates 
in the Electoral College will be one vote 
less than that cast in 1884 for Cleveland 
and Hendricks. 
Harrison has carried 
New York, Indiana, California, Michigan 
and Colorado, all of which have been re­ 
garded as debatable States. The major­ 
ity in this State for Harrison will not be 
far from 11,009. 
In Indiana it will be sm all, but in 
Minnesota, Iowa and Michigan, where 
interest was manifested in the tariff 
question, and which were relied upon to 
effect considerable change in the vote, 
the Republicans developed full strength, 
and obtained pluralities for the National 
ticket, much larger than those cast for 
Blaine in 1884. 
Connecticut gives a small majority for 
Cleveland, and shows marked Democrat­ 
ic gainB in the manufacturing towns 
where the question of tariff taxation was 
constantly and thoroughly discussed dur­ 
ing the long campaign. 
New Jersey, a State greatly interested 
in manufacturing, not only more than 
doubled its Democratic majority of 1884, 
but chooses a Legislature that will return 
a Democratic United States Senator to 
succeed McPherson. 
The Congressional elections have been 
hotly contested, and the outcome of the 
battles in many districts is surprising. 
By the latest reports it appears that the 
Fifty-first Congress will be controlled by 
the Democrats by an extremely small 
m ajority, which may be wiped out alto­ 
gether by corrected returns from Vir­ 
ginia, Arkansas, North Carolina and 
Michigan, in all of which States there 
are disputed results.

Pennsylvania avenue is crowded 
for squares and thousands of horns are 
blowing. The din is abominable.

ers, carrying huge bouquets in their 
hands, and as mourners acting with

As the funeral 
wagon paseed along Pennsylvania ave­ 
nue, it was greeted with storms of ap­ 
plause and the blowing of thousands of 
horns. 
In the crowds are many men 
wearing red roosters on their hats, hot 
the bird is headless. 
A nother device for amusing the rati- 
fiers is a pass, beaded: 
“ Salt River 
Packet Line. 
Pass on account of Biitish 
Fr^e-Trade, from Washington up Salt 
River. Tho steamer Sackville-West will 
leave W ashington March 4th.

of such landings as W atsonville, Meyers- 
town, Jewettsburg and Synumsborough. 
Thousands of these mementoes of the 
election are circulating in the city. 
It is 
thought the citizens will voluntarily un­ 
dertake a great ratification to-night if it 
does not rain. 
Under the law of Indiana this is the 
day when the supervisors of election con­ 
vene in each county to canvass the re­ 
turns. These boards are consequently 
now in session throughout the entire 
State and it is thought that by a late 
hour to-night the vote of the State by 
counties will be obtainable, although 
this is doubtful. 


F IF T Y -F IR ST CONURE6S. 


N ew Y o r k , November 8.—An extra 
edition of the Telegram, just out, says 
the air has now cleared so completely 
that the Presidential vote can be fairly 
seen. 
Harrison, as our friend Sam Cox 
would say, is “ thoroughly elected in 
every r e s p e c t s o sweeping indeed has 
been the victory that his majority in ths 
electoral college will bo at least 05. 
He 
has carried not only New York but In ­ 
diana, Wisconsin and California by safe 
majorities, according to the latest returns. 
In other words, he is elected President 
without tho vote of New York. This 
settles the case beyond all possibility of 
dispute, and shows the size oi the Demo­ 
cratic defeat. The W hite House being 
disposed of, the only other points of in­ 
terest are the two branches of Congress. 
If, as is now claimed, the Delaware Leg­ 
islature is Republican on joint ballot, the 
Republican party will have a working 
majority of one in the Senate without 
the vote of Vice-President Morton. 
If 
West Virginia is gone to the Democrats, 
tho m atter is only worse, of course, and 
this is not improbable. 
The House of Representatives is re­ 
m arkably close. The Ilerald, Sun and 
World agree that the majority is very 
uncertain either way. 
The Herald figures out a majority for the 
Democrats of 103 to 161 on very incom­ 
plete returns. 
The Star says reports from 313 out of 
325 Congressional Districts, give 165 
Democrats and 138 Republicans, leaving 
twelve districts in aoubt 
with good 
chances of continued Democratic control 
of the House of Representatives. 
The Times figures a Democratic major­ 
ity of three, while the 
Philadelphia 
Timet, Ind., figures exactly the reverse, 
its estim ate giving three to the Republi­ 
cans. 
M cPherson, long a Republican Clerk 
of the House of Representatives, esti­ 
mates the Republican majority at seven­ 
teen, and the Tribune accepts these fig­ 
ures. 
The Press reaches the same result, no 
doubt 
adopting McPherson’s figures. 
Democratic losses exceed the Republican 
ones, apparently, and the Democrats 
have only a lee-way of fifteen seats in 
the present House. 
While it may take 
an official count to settle the question: it 
looks as if the Fifty-first Congress would 
be Republican in both branches. 
The 
hide has gone with the ox. 
THE “ WORLD’S” COMMENT. 
An extra of the World says: C hair­ 


man Brice of the Democratic National 
Executive Committee concedes the elec­ 
tion of General Harrison. Captain Mc­ 
Clellan, Chairman of the 
Campaign 
Committee, was the only member of the 
National 
Committee at headquartere 
this morning. 
He made an authorita­ 
tive announcement of Brice’s concession 
of a Repn -lican victory. 
The World puts California and Indiana 
in the Republican column, and givee 
Harrison 
233 votes in the electoral 
college. 
In regard to the Congressional 
situation, the World says: Is Congress 
as well as the Presidency lost? As the 
belated returns from the Congressional 
districts come in, the complexion oí the 
next House grows mere and more doubt­ 
ful. This is the most im portant and 
interesting questions of the campaign 
yet undecided. It is a possibility that 
the Republicans may have control of the 
Fifty-first Congress. 
The Democratic 
majority 
of

dwindling away. 
Several estimates made by Democrats in 
this city bring the margin down to two 
votes.

Democratic St. Louis elected three Re­ 
publican Congrespmen. The Republic­ 
ans make apparently well based claims 
to three gains in M ichigan, but the Dem­ 
ocrats have gained in Virginia.

Y ork’s delegation is unchanged as to 
parties. 
The fact of the situation is 
there are enough districts uncertarn to 
turn the House m ajority either way. 


THE “ SUN’S ” ESTIMATE. 
The Evening Sun say s: The latest dis­ 
patches indicate further Republican gains 
in close Congressional districts in differ­ 
ent parts of the country. The Democrats 
elect but one Congressman in Iowa. An­ 
other Republican is gained in North Car­ 
olina. The next Houee of Representa­ 
tives will be in all probability Republican 
by a majority of from five to ten.

Brice, the over-sanguine 
hairm an of the Democratic National 
Committee, which we have announced 
in the order of their promulgation, leave 
no room for doubt that the next occu­ 
pant of the W hite House will be General 
Benjamin H arrison, of Indiana. 
This is a revelation of momentous sig­ 
nificance.

is

of

lect their chief servant, and if they 
prefer Gen. Harrison to President Cleve­ 
land the H e r a l d has neither the power 
nor the inclination to essay a veto. 
In 
common with myriads of Democrats, we 
cannot repress a pang of regret, but the 
will of the majority is supreme in the 
United States. 
This election is peculiar in one reepect. 
The power of the government passses 
into Republican hands while the coun­ 
try still rem ains Democratic.

A man running under such a die 
tinctly em phatic nailing of his colors to 
the m asthead could not succeed unless 
New York was Democratic to the core. 
Another significant circumstance of 
the election in which the Republicans 
have trium phed is that a change of less 
than six thousand votes in New York 
would have elected Mr. Cleveland by a 
majority of three cf the Electoral Colleges. 
He has carried the 153 votes of the solid 
South, the nine 
votes of New Je r­ 
sey 
and the six 
votes of Connecti­ 
cut, and the thirty-six votes of New York 
would have given him 204 votes of the 
Electoral Colleges, 201 being sufficient to 
elect. There is nothing depressing to 
Democrats in confronting a situation like 
that. There is the further encouraging 
circumstance that Wisconsin ivas saved 
to the Republicans by a scratch, that In­ 
diana would have gone Democratic but 
for the fact that one of her own citizens 
was the candidate for President, and 
that hereafter Ohio, Illinois and Mich­ 
igan 
are debatable States, as likely 
to go Democratic as Republican. With 
a strong following in both houses of Con­ 
gress, perhaps a majority in the House 
of Representatives, the Democratic party, 
although defeated, is in a most command' 
ing position for the battle of four years 
hence. 
Its opportunities of usefulness 
are unlimited, and its early return to 
power may be classed as one of the cer­ 
tainties of the immediate future. 
Mr. Cleveland, although defeated, will 
carry to the retirem ent of private life 
the consciousness of a highly honorable 
and patriotic public career.

The ieiorm s lie 
recommended are certain to be dem and­ 
ed by the people and tobe accomplished. 
The coup de theatre of Blaine, in which 
he held up American industries as im­ 
periled, may succeed for the moment, 
hut the sober second thought of the peo­ 
ple, the excitements of the campaign 
once over, is sure to assert itself. The 
Democratic campaign would have suc­ 
ceeded as it is if all the Democratic 
editors and orators had been equally 
wise and conservative.

No one who knows how capricious the 
State of California has been in the past 
need be in the slightest degree surprised 
at the fact that the Republicans have 
carried the State decisively this year.

Convention a resolution favoring the en­ 
forcement of an obsolete Sunday law 
The revolt of the people at this attem pt 
to enforce the Connecticut Blue Law 
regime in California was so em phatic tha< 
the Democrats, in addition to electing 
the Governor by an unprecedented m a­ 
jority, elected the whole six Congressmen 
from California. We will rem ark, in pass­ 
ing, that the Republicans of Los Angeles 
county are getting an issue ready which 
will enable us to run another Stoneman 
campaign, as they are itching to curb the 
free and easy spirit so congenial to Cali 
fomians.

Republicans in a Frenzy of 
Delight

I n d i a n a t o l i s , November 8 .— Probably 
no city in the Union ever witnessed such 
extraordinary and outlandish scenes of 
enthusiasm, chaotic, but good natured 
disorder, as prevailed here this afternoon 
and to-night. 
Certainly, the citizens of 
Indianapolis never before saw such 
sight. The dem onstrations th at occurred 
immediately 
following the 
news of 
General H arrison’s nomination sink into 
insignificance compared with the scenes 
of to-day and to-night. 
During the day, 
when the heavy rain ceased falling, the 
distant boom of cannon re-echoed the 
enthusiasm of ten thousand Republicans 
About 4 o'clock, the rain which had been 
pouring steadily for five hours, ceased 
aud in an incredibly short time the 
streets were again swarming with the 
yelling, hooting, horn-blowing thousands, 
marching 
back 
and 
forth 
utterly 
regardless of mud and water. Pennsyl­ 
vania avenue in front of the postoliice 
and around the New Denison Hotel, in 
one of the big store rooms of which 
building is located the Republican head­ 
quarters, was so 
crowded 
that the 
muddy street was the pedestrians’ only 
pathway. 
Oa both sides of the avenue, 
as far down as Washington street, the 
howling, screeching crowd had full pos­ 
session, while the same condition of 
affairs prevailed on Washington street 
for four squares, and also along Illinois 
street for two squares in the vicinity of 
the Bates House. 
All trains arriving in 
the city since early morning brought 
hundreds of country people who were 
swallowed by the crowd and soon be­ 
came imbued with the same spirit of en­ 
thusiasm which seemed to attack and 
possess everybody, even Demócrata. 


IT WAS A REGULAR CARNIVAL DAY. 
Probably the 
most unique feature 
about the crowds was the way hate were 
m arked with red and white chalk. 
On 
the 
hack 
of 
hundreds 
were 
the 
figures "544," the num ber of 
votes 
General Harrison received at Chicago. 
Others had "N ew York 11,000," chalked 
on their backs, while every hat boro a 
letter or figure. 
In the New Dennison 
and along the street corners were haif a 
dozen professional chalkers doing a land 
office business. 
Dudish young men 
would subm it to have their garm ents ar- 
tistially marked with all sort of nnmur- 
ous characters. The device th at afl'ordtd 
the 
throngs most 
am usement 
was 
a m initure 
cauone. four feet long, 
carried 
through 
the 
streets 
by 
four 
men. 
W ithin the canoe sat 
a 
small chubby 
figure 
bearing a 
striking resem blance to President Cleve­ 
land, holdiDg the oars. 
Placards at­ 
tached suggestod a trip up the mythical 
Salt river, while a hundred men aud 
hoys followed singing: "Good Bye, Oh 
Grover, Good Bye " The celebration 
was of the moat humorous and im ­ 
promptu character, aud certainly was not 
designed as a m ark of disrespect to 
President Cleveland, as many Southern 
readers of this account might otherwise 
suppose. 
An Associated 
Press 
cor­ 
respondent stood several hours on the 
street witnessing tbo dem onstration, but 
did not hear a single expression of per­ 
sonal disrespect toward President Cleve­ 
land, and while the devices described 
were suggestive, they were ceriainly of 
propriety toward the Chief M agistrate of 
our country. 


THE EVENING’S JOYOUBNKSP. 
As evening came on the factories and 
stores added their hundreds to the howl­ 
ing, screech ing rabble. 
Between 7 aud 
3 o’clock the excitem ent had nearly 
reached the frenzy point .wilk a gootl 
many who were over-indulged, and not 
a few quarrels occurred. 
A few build­ 
ings were illuminated with Chinese lan­ 
terns, and the noise of the cannon aud 
anvils, firecrackers and tin horns, which 
continued until after 9 o’clock, could bo 
plainly heard as far out as General H ar 
rison’s residence. The General and his 
family, except for those diatant echoes, 
are unconscious of the stirring scenes iu 
the city. 
Except for a short walk yes­ 
terday and this morning, General H arri­ 
son Los not left his residence since elec­ 
tion day. Just before dark a train load 
of enthusiastic meu came in from D an­ 
ville. 
They were mostly members of the 
first Lincoln League organized in the 
State. 
With ilags flying, men pushing, 
singing and shouting, drums, tin horns, 
brass bands and cannon all uniting to 
make indescribable sounds, H arrison’s 
residence was readied. 
As the crowd, 
caiue into the yard, General Harrison 
ventured to look out of the south buy 
window. He was seen immediately, and 
the crowd broke for the window. 
Bv 
this time the spokesman of the delega­ 
tion, Hon. John J. Gaull. had been ush­ 
ered iuto the library. 
He said all they 
wanted was to render their congratula­ 
tions, and that no speech would be ask- 
ed,aud the General accompanied him to 
the front steps. 
He shook hands with a 
few who insisted, bade them a pleasant 
"good night," and retired. 


CONGRATULATIONS. 
General Harrison began to receive 
congratulatory telegrams from New Yoik 
and the E ast as early as 9 o’clock elec­ 
tion night, when the first meagre re­ 
turns indicated his probable election. 
From that moment to the present writ­ 
ing, telegram s and letters of congratula­ 
tion have poured in on him from evcrv 
city in the Union. The table iu his lib­ 
rary is piled with hundreds of these 
telegrams, there beiDg fully 6,000. 
Bo 
long as there was a shadow of a doubt 
resting on the result of the election, 
General Harrison was not disposed to 
cerm it the publication of any congratu­ 
latory communications. 
The labor of 
assorting the telegrams, which continue 
to arrive, was l>egun this afternoou. 
Among the congratulations were those of 
Jam es G. Blaine, John Sherman, ex­ 
Governor Alger, Chauncey M. Depew, 
Congressman McKinley, M. M. Estee, 
John M. Thurston, Senator Frey, T. O. 
Platt, Senators 8pooner, Dawes, Stock- 
bridge. Paddock, Manderson, Aldrich, 
Babid, Congressmen Burroughs, Branch, 
Bruce, A. P. Williams, of California, 
and m any others. Mrs. Belva Lock­ 
wood offered the congratulations of the 
candidate of the Equal Rights party. 
6enator Stanford, of California, tele­ 
graphed : 
" I congratulate ycu because 
you are the representative of the better 
American sentim ent of the country , and 
in you they will find expression and 
upport. 
I am personally greatly grati­ 
fied because the entire Pacific Coast 
gives you in all three of the States 


larger majorities than were ever before 
given to a successful Republican candi­ 
date." 
Senator Dolph, of Oregon, telegraphed 
congratulations, as did also 
Justices 
Harlan and M atthews, of the Supreme 
Court.

There is evidently misapprehension in 
some parts of the West as to the tim e the 
dispatch was sent." 
The particular dispatch referred to was 
one received in tho West from the Dem­

dispatch arrived out. there it was wholly 
at variance with the returns from this 
State.
